Our Legislative Letter 


Republicans who are aequaiuted willi 
the two appointees of Gov. Douglas on the 
bench of the superior court say that “they 
are fit appointments.” The opportunity to 
criticise lay open to them, if they chose to 
exorcise it, and that was their coiiiiucut. 
Judge Aiken is felt to ho worthy of the 
chief justiceship of the superior l.eiicli, and 
John C. Crosby is a worthy man to take 
the vacancy made by the promotion of 
Judge Aiken. The unanimous conlirma- 
tion of Aiken this afternoon will doubtless 
bo followed next week by the unanimous 
confirmation of Crosby and then the eom- 
plement of the bench will he full once 
more, but with one more Democratic judge. 
But even that will not give the Democrats 
as many as they deserve by ilieir propor¬ 
tion of population, measured by the usual 
vote for governor. 

To-day’s great accomplishment is the 
ending of the Fall River cotton mill strike. 
But a close reading of the terms of the 
settlement will show that the manufac¬ 
turers kept true to their expectation that 
they would demand virtually a cmplete 
surrender on the part of the operatives. 
The means which have l.een taken and the 
statement of the governor will help to save 
the face of the workers, but it is none the 
less true that it is a thorhugli stirn nder. 
There is hope that something may lie 
saved by reason and forl.earance from the 
wreck of the strikers’ aspirations, but they 
are now in the hands of the manufaelurers 
and they have gone to work at tiie 12J, per 
cent reduction of wages. Now it is to he 
seen what the manufacturers will concede 
which they are not obliged to. 

Gov. Douglas starts with relations to the 
I.egislature more like those of Gov. Crane 
than like those of Gov. Bates. He has 
taken pains to let it be known that lie 
would prefer to bo on friendly terms with 
thelmembers and talk over with them be¬ 
fore hand measures upon wliich it is possi¬ 
ble that differences of opinion might arise. 
Gov. Bates paid strict regard to the dignity 
of the Legislature, letting them do their 
duty as they saw it, without any intimation 
from him as to whether or not he would 
signor veto bills, letting them stand on 
their meriU.

A Notable Career. 

Maj Gen. Oliver Otis Howard, who is to 
lecture in Palmer March 1st under the 
auspices of the Palmer Historical Society, 
has had a remarkable record. Born in 
Leeds, Maine, in 1830, at the age of 20 he 
graduated from Bowdoin College, and four 
years later from West Point Military 
Academy. From 1857 to 1861 he was 
professor of mathematics at West Point, 
resigning that position at the outbreak of 
the war to accept the colonelcy of the 
Third Maine Infantry. At Bull Run, Fair 
Oaks and Antietam he commanded 
brigade. In the battle of Fair Oaks he 
received a wound which caused the loss of 
his right arm. At Fredericksburg he 
commanded the second division of the 
second corps, which participated io 
bloody assaults on Marye’s Heights, 
was then transferred to the command of 
the eleventh corps, with which he served 
at Chancellorsville and Gettysburg. 
Gettysburg on the first day of the fight he j 
personally selected the famous Cemetery 
Hill position, which on the two subsequent 
days proved the salvation of the Union 
army. For the skill and heroic valor dis¬ 
played in this engagement he later re 
ceived the thanks of Congress in the nr me 
of the American people. 

After Gettysbury he was called to the 
West, where he assumed com-aand of the 
fourth corps of the army o' the Cumber¬ 
land. After the death of Gen. James B. 
McPherson before Atlr.nta he was again 
.transferred to the co'amand of the army of 
the Tennessee, w».ich position he retained 
to the end of tha war. 

In December, 1864, Howard was made 
brigadier f^.neral in the regular army and 
in the following March was brevetted 
major general for services at Ezra Church 
and in othes battles about Atlanta. In 
these engagements the Confederate army 
was commanded by Gen. John B. Hood, 
one of Gen. Howard’s old academy mates, 

‘ and at Ezra Church, the attack on 
Howard’s line was made under the per¬ 
sonal direction of Gen. 8. D. Lee, one of 
hU own West Point classmates. 

In these later years, as during the war, 
the General has devoted his best energies 
to the service of his country. He was com¬ 
missioner of the Freedman’s Bureau from 
1865 to 1874. In 1877, while in command of 
the Department of the Columbia, he con¬ 
ducted his great campaigq against Chief 
Joseph of the Nez Perce’s, the ablest 
Indian general of the nineteenth century. 
In 1881 he was superintendent of the West 
Point Military Academy, in 1886 he 
made full Major General, and in 1894 was 
retired after 40 years of efficient and faith¬ 
ful service. 

No man living in onr country to-day has 
had a more distinguished civil and military 
career or has done more to entitle him to 
the honor and respect of his fellow citizens.

Qeneral Howard As An Educator. 

It is the mark of a truly Rfoat man that 
he makes his intiuence felt in more than 
one field. General Howard’s fame as a 
soldier is almost eclipsed by his record as 
an educator. While in his teens he began 
this work as a district school teacher in 
the state of Maine. Ho continued it as 
assistant professor and later as superin¬ 
tendent at West Point. While he was 
commissioner of the Freedmen’s Bureau 
within three years’ time over 1400 schools 
were established within his jurisdiction. 

He was one of the founders and early 
presidents of the university at Washing¬ 
ton, 1). C., which bears his name. Howard 
University was established by the national 
government in 1876. In litOll it had 939 
students. It is co-educational and purely 
non-sectarian, but has devoted itself largely 
to the higher education of the negro 
It is supported in part by congressional 
appropriations and is under the jurisdiction 
of the Secretary of the Interior. 

As early as September, 1863. while the 
war was at its height. President Lincoln 
especially commended to General How¬ 
ard’s attention the mountain whites of 
East Tennessee. The charge which was 

thus given was later emphasized by Secre¬ 
tary Stanton at Mr. Lincoln’s ruiuest. 
Much was done for these people while 
General Howard was chief of the Bureau 
of Reliigees and Freedmen, but his great¬ 
est work and perhaps the crowning work 
of his life lay in the founding in 1895 of the 
Lincoln Memorial University at Cumbt 
land Gap, Tennessee. 

The avowed purpose of this institutb 
is first, to teach the mountain youth the 
best methods of farming and the me¬ 
chanical arts, also to provide them with 
normal and academic instruction and tit 
them to be teachers; second, to build a 
worthy memorial to Abraham Lincoln 
among the people of his nativity. Its 
charter states that this university shall 
ever seek to make education possible to 
the children of the humble common people 
of America, among whom Abraham Lin¬ 
coln was born. 

It IS situated in the midst of a mountain 
population most of whom during the war 
were intensely loyal and contributed large¬ 
ly to the success of the Union cause. But 
the university preserves no traditions 
which would hurt the pride of any student 
whose father died under the battle-scarred 
cross of the Confederacy. The mam build¬ 
ing bears the name Grant—Lee Hall, the 
university colors are blue and gray, and 
the entire institution stands as a worthy 
monument to harmony and peace. To the 
futherance of the interests of this school 
Gen. Howard is devoting the best energies 
of his grand old age.

APPROPRIATION MEETING. 

Several Important Improvements 
Adopted by Voters. 

ANOTHER scoring FOR § 0ME BOARDS 


Appropriations Total $65,000. Addition 
To High School, Water Com¬ 
mittee, Etc. 

Palmer's annual “ Town meeting ” on 
Monday will pass into history as the long¬ 
est continuous performance of moilern 
times in that line so far as this town is oon- 
irerned. Not since the good old times when 
the inhahitants took all day to settle u 
minister or decide the location of the 
town’s church, with frrquont adjournments 
to “ Landlord John Thompson’s,” has it 
taken nearly eight hours to transact the 
business of an annual appropriation meet¬ 
ing. And in this instan(;e there were no 
adj'uirnments, it was literally a continuous 
performance from 10 05 in the morning 
until 5..'<0 in the afternoon, and the faithful 
few who remained to close up the hiisiness 
of the warrant were perfectly willing to 

But the time was cons'dered well put in, 
for a niimher of votes were passeil which 
cannot fail to improve the condition of 
municipal alTairs in future years. Among 
these was the decision to elect the assessors 
next year for terms of three, two and one 
years, and thereafter one man each year 
for a term of three years, thus keeping ex¬ 
perienced men on the hoard at all times. 
Another was the taking of the appointment 
of road commissioner out of the hands of 
the selectmen hy voting to elect him after 
this year, a move which the selectmen will 
probably appreciate. The town clerk will 
bo elected hereafter for a term of three 
years. The town will buy a portable stone 
crusher for use in building highways, and 
a committee consisting of T. W. Kenefick, 
H. C. Nowell and E. W. Carpenter will 
investigate a uniform sy.stem of keep¬ 
ing town accounts. Possibly as import¬ 
ant a move as any was the appoint¬ 
ment of a committee to investigate the 
possible sources of water supply for the 
entire town, with instructions to procure 
estimates and report at the next annual 
town meeting. The committe is L. E 
Chandler, I). F. Dillon, T. J. Moran, K. L. 
Bond and It. C. Nowell. Future town 
reports are not likely to contain long 
lists of unpaid sewer entrance fees, 
as it was voted that interest on all 
such amounts now due, as well as 
on sidewalk assessments still unpaid, 
shall bear interest at the rate of (> per 
cent per annum commencing May 1, while 
all future fees and assessments shall begin 
to bear interest 30 days after being made. 
The treasurer was instructed not to pay 
any order of any officer of the town with 
the exception of the school-committee and 
overseers of the poor, without the approval 
of the selectmen ; and the selectmen were 
ordered to draw no orders except where 
itemized bills were presented and approved 
by them. 

The town will maintain night police and 
street lights as usual, appropriated the 
usual sum for the Young Men’s Library 
Association, and transacted the usual 
routine business. Among the new busi¬ 
ness was the appropriation of SIOOO for 
sidewalks, the abutters to pay half the ex¬ 
pense where new wa\k» are constructed; 
two new sewers will be built in the Depot 
village, and a hood placed over the Pleas¬ 
ant street entrance to Memorial Hall. The 
claim of the C. D. Holbrook Go. against 
the town, arising over a difference of opin¬ 
ion between It and Q. W. Lent while he 
was warden at the town farm several years 
ago, will be paid. Ttie French Catholic 
people were granteil permission to make 
burials up to the highway in their ceme¬ 
tery, having been restricted to ten rods 
from the highway in the past. Various 
hills for labor on the Burleigh bridge under 
the Hamilton & King contract were or¬ 
dered paid, but the contractors were de¬ 
nied reimbursement for their loss. Even¬ 
ing schools will he considered hy the school 
committee, and a report made next March. 
A stringent junk by-law was adopted, and 
hereafter any person going about buying, 
collecting, or attempting to buy or collect 
junk, etc., mast first obtain a license from 
the town clerk and then have bis nnmber 
conspicuously displayed on his person and 
on his vehicle if be has one; the penalty 
is a fine of not over 820. 

An attempt will he made to expedite the 
transaction of business next year, and at 
the same time give more information re¬ 
garding numerous of the articles than was 
to be had readily last Monday. Many 
articles were called up on which there 
seemed to be no ready information or defi¬ 
nite knowleiige of what was best. The 
acquiring of this information took valuable 
time—lots of it—and toward the close of 
the meeting L 1: Chandler called atten¬ 
tion to this fact and moved the appoint¬ 
ment of a committee of 15 to consider the 
articles in next year’s warrant, and report 
on each, with recommendations, at the 
meeting. It was at once adopted, with the 
provision that one member of each dis¬ 
bursing hoard of town officers have a place 
ou the committee, which, as named by the 
moderator, is J. F. Twiss, L. E Chandler, 
Dr. J. P. Schneider, H. T. Bishop, J. F.

DEATH UP ENOS CALKINS. 


The news has just liecii received of tlie 
death of Enos Calkins at New Haven on 
Wednesday, March ‘211. His deatli was due 
to lieart failure ami was not unexpected, aw 
ho liad been in a failing condition for soino 
time, and liis advanced years liad left liiiii 
no reserve force witli whicli to combat 
longer tlie disease wliich preyed upon him. 

Enos Caikiiis, son of Abel and Kstlier 
(Mixter) Calkins, was horn in Williraliam 
May 3, 1815, so that he lacked liiit one 
mouth and five days of attaining tlie age of 
ninety years. He came to Three Rivers 
with his parents about ISItfi, where he 
worked ou a farm and also carried on the 
liiitcheriug hilsiiiesH, as it was then called. 
Almut 1843 he bought the Hills farm on 
Baptist Hill, where ho lived about seven 
years, and then returned to Three Rivers 
and thence to the viliage of I’altiier in 18.51, 
having his resideuee in the house on South 
Main street, wliich had been built hy his 
father a few years previously,and where he 
had since made his home. Ho was honored

by the town with a seat in the Legislature 
of 1853, and was chosen one of the select-

I” -king 
this opportunity of ids cherished desire, 
he may have been oliliged soinetiiuea to 
dispense with the polish of the rhetorician, 
but be had a good command of common 
sense Anglo Saxon, which he was &.ble to 
use forcibly and impressively wlien nedea- 
sity required. However, he appreciatod 
the value of a liberal education so mneb 
tbat he gave Ids children tlie benefit of it. 

Mr. Galkins was a man always to be de¬ 
pended upon. He meant just what be 
said; a man of exact integrity, whose 
judgment was safe to follow. Having once 
made up his mind, he was not easy turned 
from Lis purpose. He wab greatly attached 
to the church ol his choice, and he has 
left bis life-long homestead fur its future 
benefit. 

2, 18.38, Aii- 
genette Clough; she died Aug. 11, 1878 
September‘2.3, 1880, be married Mrs. Eliza 
G. Brewer, nee Gilbert, who survives him.

He was for a niimlii’r of years em- 
ployeil as overseer in the Tlioriidike Go's, 
mills, liiit later opened a drug store, wliieli 
lie was conducting at the time of ins death.
